Next  grind  pow- 
dered pumice  (*one  very  finely  in  oil-turpen- 
tine,  and  add  it  to  a  black,  fat  paint,  pre- 
pared with  good  rubbing  varnish,  making 
two  applications  with  this.  When  the  last 
coating  has  dried  and  hardened,  it  is  rubbed 
down  with  ground  pumice  stone  and  waters 
by  means  of  a  felt  rag,  for  half  an  hour,  un- 
til it  is  uniformly  dull.  Wash  off  thoroughly 
and  neatly,  and  rub  dry  with  a  chamoia. 
One  may  write  not  only  with  chalk,  bat 
also  with  a  slate  pencil  on  this  coating.
